In the address, commemorating 
Woodrow W'ilson’a birthday, W al­ 
lace said th a t after the w ar has 
been won and the axis powers 
have been disarmed, the United 
Nations should supervise internal 
affairs of the defeated countries 
to supplant Hitlerism and the war 
lords' doctrines, chiefly 
In 
the 
schools. 
Goal Of Future 
The vice president said th at the 
aim of the world 
organization 
would be "to preserve the liberty, 
equality, security and unity of the 
United Nations—liberty in a po­ 
litical sense, equality of opportun­ 
ity in international trade, security 
against war and business depres­ 
sion due to international causes, 
and unity of purpose in protect­ 
ing the general welfare of the 
world.” 
Remarking th at the United N a­ 
tions are ‘ groping" for a formula. 
Wallace said th at obviously there 
m ust first be established machin­ 
ery which win "disarm and keep 
disarmed those parts of the world 
which would break the peace.”

"Also,” he added, “there must 
be machinery for preventing eco­ 
nomic w arfare and enhancing ec- 
! onomic peace between 
nations. 
Probably there will have to be an 
international court to make deci­ 
sions in cases of disputes. 
"And an international court pre-

I council, so th at whatever system 
evolves will have enough flexibil- 
j tty to meet 
changing

stances as they arise. 
"As a practical m atter, we may 
find th at the regional principle is 
of considerable value in interna­ 
tional affairs. For example, Euro­ 
pean countries, while concerned 
with the problems of Pan Ameri­ 
ca, should not have to be preoccu-

America, while concerned, should 
not have to be preoccupied with 
the problems of Europe.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 — The 
W ar Labor Board today strongly 
urged every industry and labor 
group to establish compulsory a r­ 
bitration of their grievance dis­ 
putes. 
Asking union* and employers to 
voluntarily set up a compulsory 
system by which an "outside” per­ 
son would make a final settlem ent 
of grievances, the WLB warned: 
"The board cannot perm it ac- 
i cumulations of grievance disputes 
to im pair the morale and efficiency 
of w-ar plants.” 
However, 
the 
board 
asserted 
th at "there is no need for either 
party to give up any of their pre­ 
rogatives.” 
Pointing out th a t union* and 
employers m ight “retain full con­ 
trol in their hands” by setting up 


J their own arbitration procedures 
rather than subm it to the WLB. 
Dr. George Taylor, vice-chairman 
of the board, stated: 
In National Interest 
“It is in the national interest 
i that the parties themselves set up 
and operate their own grievance 
machinery in order to insure that 
local problems are finally settled.” 
Taylor adm itted th a t local ar- 
! bitrators, agreed upon by both the 
union and the 
company, 
would 
j probably make a better settlem ent 
of a grievance case than the WLB, 
which now acta as a national ar- 
j titration board. 
“Those on the scene can, by and 
large, do a better job than can 
be done from afar.”

17,000 Nazis Killed 
The special communique

closed that the offensive, launched 
December 12, already has taken 
a toll of more than 17,000 Nazi 
dead, more than 3,500 prisoners 
and huge quantities of war equip­ 
ment captured and destroyed. 
In the last four days this new 
Russian drive carried forward 40 
to 50 miles and swept the enemy 
out of many fortified towns.

Libya, and leaving behind Roman­ 
ian and other non-Aryan divisions } 
to fight the rear-guard actions. 
American bombers in the south­ 
west Pacific hammered Japanese 
bases in the New Guinea area and 
scored three direct hits on an en­ 
emy cruller in Rabual harbor.

by from destruction. 
The 14 engines, valued at $200,- 
000 each, were damaged so badly 
they will have to be torn down 
and rebuilt, McKee said.

LABOR COOPERATIVE 
IITASHINGTON— Although 
the 
Roose- 
** 
\elt Administration has been the best 
friend of labor in the history of the U.S.A., 
some quiet studies have been made behind 
the scenes of various labor abuses, which 
may or may not be made public. 
Most Administration 
leaders believe 
that labor has been far more cooperative 
with the, war effort than generally credit­ 
ed. They do not share in the vituperative 
criticism hurled at labor from some quar­ 
ters. Nevertheless, they believe that with 
a new and critical Congress in session, la­ 
bor h aders would be wise in cleaning their 
own house immediately, for their own pro­ 
tection. 
Among tile most important of these 
labor problems are apprenticeship rules, 
which require long service before a man 
can qualify for a job. The Government has 
tried with some success to force shorten­ 
ing of apprenticeship periods, but there 
still remains a lot to be done. 
Another problem which has worried 
production 
chiefs 
is 
the 
“slow-down.” i 
Though labor’s strike record during the 
war i.^ fairly good, workers sometimes re­ 
sort to the insidious practice of the slow­ 
down. 
This enables them to express a 
grievance without incurring the wrath of 
the public by an open strike. Top rank 
labor leaders frown on strikes because 
of the bad public reaction 
so 
workers 
sometimes turn on the slow-down as a 
sneak alternative. 


SAVING AS A SPORT 
S 
A V I N G was a virtue urged in the old 
copybooks. “Take care of the pennies, 
and the pounds will take care of t h e m s e l v ­ 
es** is an old proverb. The M c G u f f e y read­ 
ers praised the thrifty lad who saved a 
piece of string and thus had some at his 
disposal w*hen he wanted it badly. 
Vow saving takes on added merit by 
making possible the purchase of War 
Bonds and Stamps. Everyone admits its im­ 
portance. but not all know how to do it. 
It helps to make a game out of it. One 
family saves all the bright coins of the cur­ 
rent year. When they amount to five dol­ 
lars, this sum is put in War Stamps. Some 
days bring in a whole handful of bright 
dimes, pennies and quarters 
sometimes 
ever, a bright half-dollar. Th c same result 
might be attained by merely setting a cer­ 
tain sum aside, but the savers would miss 
considerable fun. 


AFRICA 
TP HE greatest danger of the ancient Ku-

man republic came from its duel of 
many years with the North African state 
of Carthage, situated in present-day Tun­ 
isia. At one time Hannibal, the Carthagin­ 
ian general, was so near Rome that his 
campfires could he plainly seen from the 
citv. 
Finally the tide of w ar turned, and the 
Romans were able, as they triumphantly 
put it, to “carry the w ar into Africa.” Han­ 
nibal was beaten on his own soil, and the 
downfall cf Carthage soon followed. 
“Carrying the war ito Africa” has a 
new meaning now, but one that all must 
hope will be none the less decisive. Rommel 
knows its meaning, and so must the Nazi 
high command, already disturbed bv the 


Russian advance. Let 1913 carry the war

How Posture Can Affect 
Efficiency and Health 


FEATHERBEDDING 
Rut one of the most difficult of all war­ 
time labor problems is featherbedding, or 
tile system of putting two men on a job to 
do th e.work of one. This is an outgrowth 
of the system current in all 
walks 
of 
American economic life before the war, 
Farmers were paid for decreasing crops. 
Industry combined so far as possible to 
eliminate competition and increase prices. 
Labor strung out the job as far as pos­ 
sible. 
But now, with shortage of manpower 
one of our most acute problems, the situa­ 
tion is entirely different. 
For instance, the trucking unions sue-; 
(reeded, years ago, in gaining 
an 
agree­ 
ment that two men 
should 
operate 
a 
truck. Now, in many cases, two men are j 
not available for tach truck, but the union, 
like the proverbial dog in tho manger, has 
opposed relaxing the ruling. 
It prefers 
that tile truck shall not run, rather than 
to lose the working standards won in peace 
time. 
The 
International 
Brotherhood 
of 
Teamsters, under Dan Tobin, recently has 
been in a fight with the Office of Defence 
Transportation on a similar issue. 
Joe 
Eastman of DDT ordered a 25 percent cut 
in deliveries of such things as milk and 
bread and laundry. This was done to con­ 
serve tiros and gasoline, and it required 
re-routing plus everv-other-day service in-! 
I stead of every day. But the Teamsters ob-! 
jested, saying they must have the same 
pay, regardless of decreased work.

a i an erect, square-shouldered, 
flat-abdomen, 
athletic 
type 
is 
bound to escape many of the ills 
th a t the flesh is heir to. 
Three types of poeture have 
been classified: th s kangaroo, the 
normal and the gorilla t. pe. 
The kangaroo type of posture 
appears in a person who carries 
noat of the pivotal structure of 
e body in fro n t of tho leg* and 
; re ft behind the line of gravity. 
.ie chest i3 carried forw ard and 
put* a strain on the spinal lig a­ 
ment* and muscles. In order to 
com pensate, the individual stick* 
out behind, which adds to the gen­ 
eral strain on the leg, abdomen 
and knee joint*. 
Gorilla Type Pom or* 
The gorilla tj pe of potture is 
one where the head is th ru st fo r­ 
w ard there is a rounding of th# 
shoulder* and the knees tend to 
bend. 
The arm s are long and 
•w inging and all the internal o r­ 
gans are more or less crushed 
down into the pelvis. This puts a 
strain on the spine and also on the 
functions of the internal organs. 
A norm al, or in other words the 
best type of, posture is one in 
which the line of g ravity passes 
through 
the 
im portant 
pivotal 
parts of the body: the middle of 
the ankle, the middle of the knee 
jo in t and hip and the base of the 
spine at it* junction with the head. 
lf you will take a strin g and 
attach a w eight to it and hold the 
strin g exactly at the opening of 
your ear, you can see which type 
you are. 
Both the kangaroo and gorilla 
types tire easily. In these there 
is muscle instability, a tendency to 
d y sp e p sia , c o litis , c o n s tip a tio n 
and digestive disturbances gener­ 
ally. 
An old friend of mine used to 
talk about “ painful people” : peo- 
ple who were constantly having 
vague pains and aches, m uscular 
and abdom inal. P osture certainly 
is related to this. 
Methods of Treating 
There are two m ethods of tre a t­ 
ing incerreet posture: one is a 


stro n g -w ille d d e te rm in a tio n to 
correct it by standing straig h t and 
pulling the muscles back into their 
proper .relationship to the rc*£ of 
the body. This has to be continued 
until it becomes involuntary and 
unconscious. 
It can be helped by various me­ 
chanical 
m eans: 
the 
kangaroo 
type should have somewhat higher 
heels than for a person of norm al 
posture, and corsets can be con­ 
structed which will pull the tru n k 
backward and push the buttocks 
forw ard. 
The gorilla type needs to have 
lower heels, or flat heels and a cor­ 
set which tilts the hips backw ard 
and pushes the abdomen in. 
F ew physicians exam ine people 
stripped, and they lose a g re a t 
many fine points of th is kind in 
chronic patients by not m aking 
records of posture and m easure­ 
m ents of the position of the shoul­ 
ders in relation to the hips, w aist, 
etc. 
The old prejudice against cor­ 
sets was justified when the wasp 
w aist was desired and corsets 
were drawn in tightly. 
Modern 
corseting, however, is much more 
sensible and for a g reat m any peo­ 
ple is a real necessity. It is u n fo r­ 
tunate, perhaps as a habit, th a t it 
is so largely confined to the fem ale 
sex, because m any men would be 
much more com fortable with a 
corset than w ithout one.

S pitting of blood m ay 
come from pyorrhea, sinus infec­ 
tion of the nose, chronic bronchi­ 
tis, congestive h eart failure w ith 
congestion of the lungs and a num ­ 
ber of other things. N either can ­ 
cers nor ulcers cause spitting of 
blood but they m sy cause vom iting 
of blood.

While retail grocers prepared 
for an expected rush of civilians 
to "lay in” large stocks of canned 
goods and other foods scheduled 
for February rationing by OPA, 
spokesmen for the entire industry 
disclosed that the public m ay not 
have known it but all foods have 
been rationed for some time now. 
Gordon Corbaley, chief of the 
American Institute of Food Dis­ 
tribution, explained the situation 
like this: 
Both canners and wholesalers 
have been limited to a percentage 
of their 1941 sales by the W ar 
Labor Board for several months. 
The canners couldn’t pack more, 
and the wholesalers couldn’t distri­ 
bute more than SO per cent of the 
year’s previous sales to the civil­ 
ian populace. 
Chain store representatives, too, 
told how they had limited sales to 
Individual stores. A spokesman for 
one large New York chain explain­ 
ed that "W e’ve imposed partial 
rationing already. . .Each store is 
prorated on the basis of its busi­ 
ness in the past and rationing of 
customers is up to the m anager 
of each store.” 
Individual stores, too. said each 
had instituted various system s of 
rationing. Disclosing th at delivery 
of canned goods already was lim­ 
ited to 50 per cent of last year, a

Roulston, Inc., stores said m ana­ 
gers of each store handled the ra ­ 
tioning program . 
One chain disclosed th at individ­ 
ual custom ers were limited to two 
cans of any single commodity.

The 
consequences 
to 
public 
health are of several kinds, the 
most important of which is the 
possibility of the start and spread 
of epidemics. Just before the death 
o* the late iam&nted Hana Zinsser 
of Harvard, he advocated very 
gradual drafting and mobilization 
of troops. 
This ha* been carried out to a 
far greater extent in the United 
States than in the last war and 
probably accounts for the very 
mal! number of epidemics which 
we have had among troops — at 
least it accounts partially for it. 
Of course, we have to give credit 
to the more extensive vaccinations 
against contagious disease which 
have occurred this time. 
.Shifting of Civil Population 
I he shifting of the civil popula­ 
tion has not, as yet, shown any 
marked changes in public health 
in this country. In England, how­ 
ever, one and one-fourth million 
mothers, children and cripples 
were removed from large cities to 
rural areas. The crowding has re­ 
sulted in many epidemics of scar­ 
let fever, diphtheria and influenza. 
Thirty per cent of children 16 
years of age were evacuated from 
cities which were in danger, with 
an immediate rise in diphtheria 
among the native children 
amounting to 60 or 70 per eent. 
It is surprising, considering the 
crowded living conditions, sewage 
facilities and make-ahift plumbing 
awd toilets, that the great migra­ 
tion of labor in th* United States 
has not resulted in more bad 
health. Six hundred thousand 
workers, it is estimated, will leave 
the farms in 1942. Farm people 
ar# notoriously subject to conta­ 
gious diseases when they leave the 
farm because they heve been pro­ 
tected by isolation from contact 
with large groups of other people. 
It is to the credit of the depart­ 
ments of health—state and local— 
that epidemics have been held to a 
minimum. 
Nutritional diseases 
are slower to make their appear­ 
ance and undoubtedly a consider- 
ble amount of nutritional disease 
will appear within the next decade 
or two. 
Tropical Diseases 
The armed forces who go to 
tropical areas are bound to be ex­ 
posed to diseases which are

QUESTIONS ANI) W SB ERS 
L. R.:—I have the privilege of 
a yearly check-up by my insurance 
company, In a recent check I was 
informed that there was an exces­ 
sive amount of sugar in the urine. 
The figure they list is 4 plus. Can 
you advise me if this would indi­ 
cate diabetes. I do not have any 
of the other symptoms such as ex­ 
cessive thirst, etc. My weight has 
beer* the same the past six years. 
Would any other disorder cause 
too much sugar? What is normal 
for blood sugar and tor sugar in 
the urine? 
Answer; This is a very im­ 
portant question to answer: the 
test unquestionably, in my opinion, 
indicates diabetes. There is never 
sugar in the urine normally. The 
normal blood sugar is usually put 
down at the figure of IOO—which 
means IOO milligrams of glucose 
per JOO c.e. of blood. The fact that 
you have not had any of the syrup- 
toms of diabetes is not at all un­ 
usual; many people do not. It in­ 
dicates an early case and one 
which should respond well to 
treatment. It is true that there 
may be other causes of sugar in the 
urine, but it would not be wise for 
you Co count on this when there is 
the possibility that you have the 
more aerious condition of diabetes. 
My idea of a proper procedure 
from now on for you would be for 
you to go to a doctor who w ill give 
you a glucose tolerance test w hich 
will prove absolutely whether you 
have diabetes or not.

authorized O PA inspector before 
January 31. Beginning February 
I, every passenger car operator 
w ill be required to have his tires 
inspected periodically. 
A ll holders of basic “ A ” books 
must have their tires inspected 
every four months with inspec­ 
tions to be at least 30 days apart. 
A ll holders of “ B ” or “ C” books 
must have their tires inspected 
every two months with inspections 
at least 30 days apart. 
In order to eliminate any possi­ 
bility of tying up passenger trans­ 
portation the O PA suggests that 
car owners whose last name begins 
with letters from A through 
H 
have their first inspection before 
January IO; I through R, before 
January 20; S through Z before 
January 27. Other emergency in­ 
spections will be conducted be­ 
tween January 27 and January 31. 
Mr. Eagleson pointed out that if 
no tires are removed from the 
wheel or rim, a nominal fee, not 
to exceed 25 cents per passenger 
vehicle may be charged by the 
inspector. If a tire is dismounted 
for inspection a fee of 50 cents 
per tire may be charged. 
Each passenger car owner at 
the time he applied for his mileage 
ration book received a tire inspec­ 
tion record. The five tires on each 
passenger motor vehicle at

Monday issued a ruling concern­

More­ 
over, it is the responsibility also of 
the restaurant management to see 
that you do surrender your book. 
If you have eaten 14 meals or 
more in any seven successive days 
there then the above arrangement 
is presumed to exist. 
When and if you find occasion

management shall return the ra­ 
tion, detaching such stamps as 
cover the ration periods expiring 
while the arrangement existed.

But he falls short when it comes 
to understanding human nature. 
The other day he invited to 
lunch with him several members 
of the Truman Committee 
who 
have been critical of the friction 
between the Arm y and the W ar 
Production Board. They have con­ 
tended that some independent ci­ 
vilian agency, such as the W PB , 
must act as arbitrator among the 
Army, Navy and Maritime Com­ 
mission as to which shall receive 
what amounts of steel for w ar­ 
ships, steel for merchant ships, 
steel for troopships, aluminum for 
airplanes, etc. 
The Truman 
Committee 
has 
done one of the most outstanding 
jcbs in Washington, has had a 
wholesome influence In cutting red 
tape, improving 
efficiency 
and

ing to do the same job regarding 
the Arm y and W PB. 
This was discussed at the lunch­ 
eon with Gen. Somervell, which on 
the whole went off very well.
